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OBITUARY 
of 
FINLAY  McCALLUM 


On  August  18,    19$8,    Finlay  McCallum,    Senior   Inspector  of  the 
State  Coal  Mine  Inspection  Department  for  the  State  of  Colorado, 
was  severely  injured  from  a  collision  with  an  advancing  automo- 
bile which  had  lost  control.      It  occurred  on  the  highway  near 
Yampa  in  Routt  County.      He  was  taken  to  the  Steamboat  Springs 
Hospital. 

Mr.    McCallum  passed  away  at  St.    Luke's  Hospital  in  Denver  on 
September  3,    where  he  had  been  removed  for  further  treatment. 

Finlay  McCallum  was  born  at  Kirkintilloch,    Scotland  on  July  21, 
1892.      He  came  to  the  State  of  Illinois  with  an  uncle  at  the  age 
of  17|,    returning  to  Scotland  after  one  year  to  complete  his  ed- 
ucation.     At  the  age  of  21  he  moved  to  Illinois  and  one  year  lat- 
er made  Colorado  his  home,    where  he  became  an  American  cit- 
izen while  working  in  coal  mines  in  this  State. 

Mr.    McCallum  served  overseas  during  World  War  I  with  the 
Corps  of  Engineers.      He  became  Deputy  State  Coal  Mine  Inspec- 
tor in  1926,    and  was  the  Senior  Deputy  Inspector  for  the  past  15 
years. 

Survivors  include  two  sisters,    Mrs.    Annie  Sutherland  and  Mrs. 
Isabelle  Hendry,    both  residing  in  Scotland.

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INTRODUCTORY  COMMENTS 

The  Joseph  A,    Holmes  Safety  Association  Certificate  of  Honor  was 
presented  by  Marling  J.    Ankeny,    President-    to  Governor  Steve 
McNichols,    executive  head  of  this  department,    on  April  22 ,    1958, 
"for  having  no  fatals  at  the  139  coal  mines  in  Colorado  which  operat- 
ed 6,964,579  man-hours  from  November   3,    1956,    to  February  2,   1958, 
and  continuing,    in  the  production  of  4,541,003  tons  of  coal  with  an  av- 
erage of  2,  650  men.  M     The  certificate  was  presented  to  Thomas  Allen 
and  the  department  by  the  Governor  on  June  3,    1958.      This  all-time 
safety  record  continued  until  August  1,    1958,    with  a  total  of  22   con- 
secutive months  without  a  fatality. 

The  Production  for  1958  showed  a  decrease  of  352,596  tons  over  1957, 
a  decrease  of  284  men  employed  and  24  less  average  days  worked  per 
mine.      There  was  an  increase  of  1.  3  tons  of  coal  mined  per  day  by 
each  miner. 

There  were  12  additional  mines  working,    eight  of  which  were  pick 
mines.      Two  new  strip  mines  started  operation  in  1958:  the  Rosebud 
in  Jackson  County  and  the  Corley  in  Fremont, 

Two  new  continuous  mining  machines  were  installed  during  the  year. 
There  was  an  increase  of  about  272,  000  tons  of  coal  cut  and  loaded 
by  these  machines. 

A  fire  occurred  in  the  lower   seam  of  the   Edwards  Mine  in  Gunnison 
County  on  July  6,    1958,      Inspector  J.    J.    Roddy  made  an  investigation 
of  the  mine  and  the  affected  area  was  sealed  off.      The  mine  was  re- 
leased for  operation  on  July  10  and  work  was  resumed  in  the  upper 
seam. 

The  Colorado  &  Utah  Coal  Company  abandoned  the  Harris  Mine  in 
Routt  County  on  January  31,  1958P  after  a  period  of  44  continuous 
years  of  operation, 

The  Keystone  Coal  Company  closed  the  Keystone  Mine  in  Routt  County 
on  February  28,    1958,    after  operating  32  years.      This  mine  was  par- 
tially reopened  the  latter  part  of  the  year  by  the  Routt  Mining  Cor- 
poration. 

The  Mine  Inspectors'  Institute  of  America  held  its  Golden  Anniver- 
sary   Convention    in    Denver    during    the    month    of    June,     1958.     It 


was  reported  that  more  coal  mining  states  were  represented  than 
any  previous  your. 

An  examination  for  coal  mine  officials  was  conducted  on  September 
13,    1958  in  Denver.      There  were  34  candidates  who  passed  with  a 
Mine  Foreman  rating,    13  of  which  will  be  issued  after  gaining  the 
required  Fire  Boss  experience;  five  passed  with  a  rating  of  Assist- 
ant Mine  Foreman,    three  held  for  six  months'  experience  as  Fire 
Boss.      Two  received  only  Fire  Boss  ratings.      Ten  candidates  qual- 
ified for  Strip  Pit  Foreman.      The  successful  officials  are  listed  on 
page  28  of  this  report. 

EXAMINATIONS  FOR   DEPUTY  STATE  COAL  MINE  INSPECTORS 


A  request  was  made  to  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  on  May 
13,    1958,  to  hold  an  examination  for  Inspectors  to  establish  an  eligible 
list  in  event  of  emergency  or  a  vacancy.      Three  men  qualified  as  a 
result  of  the  examination  held  in  December,    1958.      With  the  loss  of 
Inspector  McCallum,    and  notice  of  the  retirement  of  Inspector  Smith, 
permission  was  granted  to  employ  the  three  men  who  were  certified 
by  the  Commission  on  January  14,    1959  and  duly  sworn  into  office. 
Donald  Haske  of  Routt  County,    Grant  McConnell  and  Oscar  T.    Rice, 
both  of  Gunnison  County. 

RETIREMENT    -  GEORGE   H.    SMITH 

George  H.    Smith,    of  Canon  City,    Deputy  Inspector  of  District  #2, 
retired  on  December  31,    1958,    after  21  years  and  2  months  of  serv 
ice  with  this  department.      Governor  Steve  McNichols  presented  Mr. 
Smith  with  a  Certificate  of  Merit   "in  appreciation  of  faithful  service 
to  the  State  of  Colorado.  "     The  C.  F.  &  I.    Corporation  held  a  dinner 
in  his  honor  in  Trinidad,    with  officials,    employees  and  State  Inspect 
ors  present.      Mr.    Smith  was  an  employee  and  official  for  the  C.  F. 
&  I.    for  37  years  prior  to  his  employment  as  a  State  Inspector.
